FOUNDERS HALL IN THE 1850's 















































Awakening to the challenge of a new century, Heidelberg College renews her faith in the Chris- 
tian scholar and the culture of the whole man. To the faculty, students, alumni, and friends of Heid- 
elberg College, who have contributed to the historical progress of the past century, and whose loyalty 
and devotion give even greater promise for the future, we dedicate this AURORA. 


In 1793 the German branch of the Reformed Church in this country separated from the Classis of 
Amsterdam, of the Holland Reformed Church. In the year 1820 the church was organized into terri- 
torial districts. Up to this time there had been no institution established to educate young men for 
the ministry or to impart collegiate training. In 1825 the Theological Seminary was opened in Carlisle, 
Pennsylvania. From Carlisle the Seminary was transferred to York, Pennsylvania, and in 1838 to Mer- 
cersburg, Pennsylvania where the missionary spirit lived on in Marshall College. 


Dr. Emanuel V. Gerhart, in the “Reformed Church Messenger”, December 9, 1885, shows that 
Heidelberg is an offspring of Mercersburg College. He says, “In 1850 Heidelberg College and the 
Theological Seminary of the Ohio Synod were founded at Tiffin.’ Rev. J. H. Good and Rev. Reubon 
Good, “both graduates of the College and Seminary at Mercersburg, with no fixed salary and with- 
out a permanent fund to rest upon, began a school in the upper rooms of a rented building, which 
soon developed into the College and Seminary. I had the honor of joining these brethern in the spring 
of 1851, and by teaching, traveling and preaching contributed for a term of four years my quota to 
the progress of these church schools.” 


At the beginning and for a long time afterwards, two institutions were closely associated in the 
plan, the Seminary and the College, both of them named Heidelberg. Just who suggested the name 
the records do not reveal, but it may be traced ultimately to the University of Heidelberg in Ger- 
many, although it was derived directly from the ‘Heidelberg Catechism’, the symbol of faith of the 
church under whose auspices the College was founded and is still conducted. 


The College was legally organized under a charter granted by the General Assembly of Ohio, 
passed February 13, 1851. According to the charter, religion, morality, and learning are the objects 
for the promotion of which the College was founded. 


By the end of 1850 the College, which started with seven students on November 11, purchased a 
small tract of land just east of the Tiffin city limits from Josiah Hedges, founder of Tiffin. The plot, 
five acres, was purchased for one thousand dollars. 


In 1851 the foundation of the building now known as Founder's Hall was laid. This building was 
to be, according to plans, a structure adequate for every college need; it was to contain “a chapel, 
recitation rooms, society halls, rooms for libraries, cabinet, philosophical instruments, and for the 
accomodation of students.’’ Although the building was begun the summer of 1851, only the founda- 
tion was built and building was not resumed until 1852. The cornerstone was presented by a min- 
ister of Baltimore, but although it bears the date 1851, it was not formally laid until May 13, 1852, 
before a crowd of four thousand. 


For sixteen years this building stood alone on the college campus, the second building being 
the President's House. On April 22, 1885, the cornerstone of the main University Building was laid. 
The contents of the cornerstone included a copy of the Bible, a Heidelberg Catechism, History of the 
College, documents pertaining to the various literary societies, and an honor roll of all who contri- 
buted to the “dollar scheme.”

IN HONC 


One hundred years ago the Synod of Ohio of the Reformed 
Church in the United States established Heidelberg College with 
the special design of promoting sound Christian learning and of 
producing an educated ministry. 


On the day of its opening, November 11, 1850, the college was 
housed in rented upstairs rooms in downtown Tiffin. It had no en- 
dowment from which to draw support; the faculty numbered three 
full-time instructors; the opening day enrollment was only seven 
students. Rev. E. V. Gerhart, the first president, provided leader- 
ship for a vigorous effort to get funds with which to improve the 
faculty, to build buildings, to secure endowment, and to attract more 
students. The effort met with some success; Founders’ Hall was com- 
pleted, and the college moved into it in 1853. 


From that day forward each succeeding president has labored 
tirelessly to win support and at the same time to strengthen the 
program of the college. Financial problems pressed heavily during 
the administrations of Moses Kieffer and G. W. Aughinbaugh, but in 
the days of President George W. Williard both the President's House 
and College Hall were completed. Under President John A. Peters, 
in 1893, the gymnasium was erected. 


The longest administration in Heidelberg’s history—that of Dr. 
Charles E. Miller, 1902-1937—brought the college its greatest growth. 
During this period full academic accreditation was achieved, the 
campus was enlarged, our five beautiful stone buildings were 
erected, and the endowment was greatly increased. 


Dr. C. E. Josephson came to Heidelberg in 1937 and guided the 
college through the difficult years prior to and during the second 
World War. In his administration and in that of Dr. Nevin C. Harner 
the problems of tremendous enrollment changes and of adjustment 
to a rapidly changing socio-economic order were met and solved. 
During the academic year 1947-48 Dean Frederick D. Lemke served 
with distinction as acting president.

No other building on the campus could disclose 
more interesting caprices of Heidelberg students 
of the last fifty years than majestic College Hall. 
The center of college activities for its sixty-four 
years, the ""U” Building captivates the warm spirit 
of fellowship inherent on this campus. To find those 
needed facts and figures for completion of the in- 
evitable term paper, the student has only to dash 
over to the gray-stone, ivy-covered hall of stored 
knowledge—the College Library. Farther down 
Greenfield Street, the Science Hall, enveloped in 
its coat of ivy, encloses the maze of ventured 
scientific procedures. Virtually showered by pen- 
nies from heaven, the College now anticipates on 
Founders Day, 1950, the fulfillment of the belated 
construction of a new gymnasium. Replacing the 
present temporary gymnasium, a gift of the Army, 
with this modern building for the physical educa- 
tion spells elimination of the original recreation 
structure of 1892—the Old Gymnasium. The cul- 
mination of this Centennial year actuates a new 
and stronger foundation for the Heidelberg Campus.

Grandfather of all buildings on campus, 
Founders Hall embodies classrooms as well 
as a residence hall within its stately brick 
walls. Through its life of one hundred years, 
the innumerable changes, from the individual 
fireplace in each room to the recently-install- 
ed radio station, fill this hall with a priceless 
reservoir of memories. Converted into dorm- 
itories from private homes to absorb the in- 
creasing enrollment, Keller Cottage and Hoke 
House now accomodate only upperclass 
women. The College Commons, one of the 
most beautiful erections on the campus in its 
grey stone encasement, fosters an admirable 
spirit of fellowship through its primary func- 
tion—serving meals to over three hundred 
students daily.

THE CAMPUS 


Spread widely over the campus, these 
four buildings lend much to the stateliness of 
Heidelberg. Directly opposite on Greenfield 
Street, the two large dormitories, France Hall 
and Williard Hall, house more than half of 
the campus women. These gray stone resi- 
dences, constantly astir from morning to mid- 
night from the vivaciousness of the freshman 
in France Hall and the upperclassmen in the 
other hall, have yet to celebrate their fiftieth 
anniversary. Away from the general clamor 
and yet distinctly a part of campus activities 
lies Harner House, the smallest and youngest 
women’s residence hall. Younger than this, 
however, in place of the dilapidated Old 
Music Hall, stands the New Conservatory of 
Music erected in 1949. This beautifully-con- 
structed edifice, complete with practice rooms, 
classrooms, and offices, tingles with its 
myriad of rhythmic occupants to brighten the 
college atmosphere. 
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Expanding in departments and in personnel, 
the Heidelberg educational system keeps a 
watchful eye for new discoveries and well- 
tested innovations as they further the progress 
of liberal education through experimental 
sciences and traditional courses. 





PRESIDENT 


Leading the college in its Centennial 
celebration this year as ninth president, 
William T. Wickham has emphasized the 
fruits of the past and the building of the 
future. 


A graduate of Heidelberg in 1920, Pres- 
ident Wickham received his A.M. degree 
from Ohio State. When called back to 
his Alma Mater, he held a position as 
Superintendent of Schools at Hamilton, 
Ohio, a job bringing him recognition 
among state educators. 


Ever since his “Faith with Fire” chal- 
lenge at the 1948 inauguration, President 
Wickham has attacked the problems of 
Heidelberg with vigor and understanding 
that has built a new high in fellowship 
and cooperation among faculty, students, 
alumni, and friends of Heidelberg College.

SWEET ALMA FROME 








In contrast to the present College Bulletin, list- 
ing such courses as photography, microtechnique, 
money and banking, typewriting, swimming, child 
care and development, and engineering drawing, 
the first college catalogue issued in 1854 lists the 
freshman studies as Greek testament, Xenophon's 
 Anabasis”, Herodotus, ancient geography, German 
grammar and reading, and composition. Seniors 
could take chemistry, optics, physiology, anatomy, 
composition of orations, juvenal, moral philosophy, 
evidences of Christianity, political science, Greek 
testament, and mineralogy. Also changed from that 
first year are the annual costs; student expenses 
then were sixty-five dollars. 


Previous to the year 1895, the strains of “Sweet 
Alma Home” did not flow from gatherings of Heid- 
elberg students or alumni, for the college did not 
have a college song and no need was felt for one 
until the college played host to the State Oratorical 
Association. To provide a college song for Heidel- 
berg students to sing when other colleges sent rep- 
resentatives to this event, Mr. J. E. Hartman wrote 
the words to “Sweet Alma Home”, but no tune 
could be found. No one in college at the time was 
skillful enough to compose a melody, so, just twenty- 
four hours before they needed the new song, in 
desperation the committee went to Professor F. A. 
Power, then a music teacher in the Tiffin Public 
Schools. While walking home after school the next 
day, Professor Power suddenly got an inspiration 
for a suitable theme. He stopped right there on the 
street and wrote it down, working it out as soon 
as he got home. The music was finished just a few 
minutes before the committee came to get it. “Sweet 
Alma Home” has come through the years as the 
MISS GRACE LESLIE Heidelberg College song, living in the hearts of all

Offering membership to all students and faculty, Heidelberg’s Student Christian Association is a 
non-profit organization sponsoring campus service, community service, and world service. Following 
its capable administration of Freshman Week, the SCA extended its non-religious campus service 
through the year by offering swims, dancing classes, dances, movies, forums, and used-book service. 
Among its religious campus service, the organization planned Sunday evening vespers and con- 
ducted special programs highlighting the college's Christmas and Easter seasons. 


Community service, on the other hand, provided entertainment and assistance for a section 
of Tiffin's populace. Numerous SCA members served on talent reviews given at local hospitals; others 
contributed food and labor to send Christmas packages to old-age institutions; still others provided 
assistance to needy families through the Tiffin Welfare Agency. Additional community activities in- 
clude recruitment of leaders for Tiffin's Boy and Girl Scout groups in surrounding communities. 


World service, last of the association's activities, was given to underprivileged students from all 
parts of the world. During their national observance week, World Student Service Fund leaders con- 
ducted an intensive danation drive and dance to obtain funds for their work, supplemented through 
the year by individual and SCA contributions. Using a large part of their money to sponsor one needy 
student annually, the WSSF leaders, for the last two years, assisted a young Finnish student. Under 
the efficient leadership of President James Gilliom, Vice-president Arnold Klaiber, and Secretary Ruth- 
ann Sefert, the group went far in its purpose of sponsoring Christian service to its campus, commun- 
ity, and world.

SIGMATAUN 


Celebrating its first anniversary as a Heidelberg organization, Sigmataun Literary Society 
displayed a record of successful achievements. Organized March 14, 1949, by thirty charter mem- 
bers, the society, usually known as the Fourth Society, worked to carry out its petition purposes: 
“to build a strong society of men of backbone and strong initiative who will uphold and strength- 
en the traditions and standards of Heidelberg College.” Sigmataun features blue and gold as 
society colors, and a Greek shield and warhead emblem embodying scholarship, leadership, music, 
and athletic symbols transversed by Greek letters and underscrolled by the society motto: ‘Nulli 
Secundus.” 


Outstanding among the group's first-year endeavors were a football-covered-wagon Home- 
coming float, a well-received Christmas open house, and a semi-formal dance, “The Stardust 
Ball.” Decoration of the society hall was undertaken and completed in early spring by the mem- 
bers. The group styled the room in an Old-English-Colonial style, utilizing white woodwork, wall 
scenes, fireplace, and chained light fixtures. Keoping the anteroom space for a pool table, the 
society used a knotty-pine wall scheme in both rooms. Functioning under the temporary chair- 
manship of Ralph Greisinger for a large part of its organizational year, the society chose its 
first officers early in 1950. They included Richard Remy, president; David Planitz, vice-president; 
Richard Davis, secretary; Eugene Brickner, treasurer; and Eugene Wylie, sergeant-at-arms. The 
newly ratified constitution and bylaws were also adopted at that time as the members worked 
to carry on “Second to None.”

FOOTBALL 


The sounding of the gun against Akron University marked the fourth successful season for the 
Student Princes since the arrival of Coach Paul Hoerneman on the Heidelberg campus. With every 
member of the large fifty-man squad contributing, the Princes completed the season with eight vic- 
tories and one defeat; they stood fourth in the Ohio Conference with a 4-1 record. 


After an abbreviaied pre-season practice, the team inaugurated the season with powerful East- 
ern Kentucky University. A slow start left the “Fox-men” trailing 7-6 at half-time, but they regained 
last year’s championship form and stormed to a decisive 19-7 victory. Headlining the performance 
was the elusive running of John Cipriano and the unerring quarterbacking of Carl Fink, along with 
the unheralded defensive play of Baker, McKenna, and Sulick. 


In the next game the fighting Muskies of Muskingum finally humbled the powerful, but injury- 
riddled Princes, thus marring their record of seventeen consecutive victories built up in the last two 
years. That long homeward trip from New Concord was a silent one for the players, but every one 
of them was looking forward to winning next year’s contest with the Muskies. 


With the tension of being undefeated relieved from the minds of the players and coaches, the 
) ‘‘Bergmen” initiated another unbroken victory string. It was just a matter of time before seven more 
| victories were placed in the 1949 records. 


The remainder of the season was highlighted by the brilliant running of Cipriano, Beaber, and 
Baker; spearheading this attack with the terrific blocking were Gribble, Auble, McElheny, Prasher, 
and Czeranko.

The Heidelberg team received statewide recognition by the naming of several of its players to 
All-Ohio and All-Conference teams. The Associated Press All-Ohio second team included John Cipriano 
and gave honorable mention to Baker, McKenna, and Sulick. The second team of the International 
News Service also listed Cipriano, with McKenna and Prasher earning honorable mention. Cipriano 
and McKenna were named on the All-Conference first team, Sulick was on the second team, and 
McElheny, MckKillip, Baker, and Beaber received honoroble mention. 


At the end of the season, two outstanding seniors, Ray Baker and Anton Prasher, were elected 
honorary co-captains by the team, and John Cipriano was selected the most valuable player. This 
year five seniors set a precedent for Heidelberg by receiving their fourth-year football letters. These 


were Robert Auble and Joseph Gribble, ends; Lorin Beaber and Norman McElheny, tackles; and 
Anton Prasher, guard. 


The 1949 edition of the Student Princes scored fifty-four touchdowns as they amassed the enorm- 
ous total of 368 points as compared to their opponents’ 97. Their rushing attack netted 3,368 yards 


and was surpassed by no other college team in the nation. Their scoring was aided by Charles 
Slemmer, who kicked thirty-eight conversions and two field goals.

Coach Ben Wilson, in molding his 1949 Freshman squad, faced the tremendous task of 
selecting a starting lineup from approximately fifty first-year men with impressive high school 
records. Besides scrimmaging with the varsity team in pre-game practice sessions, the Frosh 
gridders had a three-game schedule of their own. 


Displaying seemingly unlimited power, the young Princes out-manned a heavier Bowling 
Green squad, 13-7. Following a sustained drive, Myron Singhaus finally darted over from the 
one-yard line on a quarterback sneak. The first six-pointer was soon followed by a long pass 
from Singhaus, standing on Bowling Green's 40-yard line, to Paul Yackey in the end zone to 
complete the Heidelberg scoring. Bowling Green did, however, score once in the third period 
after recovering a Heidelberg fumble on the Princes’ 20-yard line. 


Playing under the worst possible weather conditions, the Frosh gridders won their second 
game over a favored Akron University team. Overcoming a 6-0 lead, Heidelberg’s fighting Fresh- 
men came to life on a pass interception timed perfectly by left halfback Paul Yackey. The score 
dead locked at 6-6, George Lefelar calmly booted the game-winning point. 


The traditional clash between the Freshmen and Sophomores went to the second year men 
in a 7-6 thriller. Alex Czeranko cinched the game with his perfect placement after an aerial 
completion from Paul Witner to Don Riemersma; quarterback Singhaus threw a touchdown pass 
to Howard Spicer for the freshmen.

BASKETBALL 


With the best basketball team in school history since 1931, Heidelberg finished the 
season with fourteen wins and three losses—the third best season record for all Ohio col- 
leges. In Ohio Conference play, the team won eight and lost three to place third. A vet- 
eran unit of Edward Palmer and Glen Engle at forwards, Paul Phipps at center, and Wil- 
liam Yackey and Kenneth Mast at guards carried the load throughout the entire season; 
three of the five were well under six feet in height, but their skillful ball-handling hand- 
cuffed their tall opponents. 


With the second team seeing more action than in any other game of the year, the Tri- 
color inaugurated the season with an easy 76-49 triumph over Detroit Tech. A few nights 
later the Princes had to come from behind several times in order to squeeze by Fenn by a 
one-point margin. 
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BASKETBALL 


Returning from Christmas vacation as strong as ever, the Princes could not be throttled by 
Mount Union's highly publicized “control basketball.” Taking to the road again the Princes 
scored decisive wins over the strong teams of Ohio Wesleyan and Ohio Northern and then 
settled down to a five-game home stand which saw them run their string of victories to ten 
straight. In the first of these home games, Engle hit the hoops for 19 points as Heidelberg 
trounced the tall men of Otterbein 62-46; and then against Wittenberg, Mast hit for 20 as he 
led his teammates to a 69-52 win. Suspense filled the Columbian gym as the Tricolor and the 
Capital Lutherns seesawed back and forth, but the last quarter saw the Princes explode and 
go on to a 69-58 triumph. Setting a new scoring record for Heidelberg hoopsters, Ed Palmer 
dumped in 33 points to pace the team in again defeating Ohio Northern 86-75. Oberlin, pre- 
v-ously unbeaten in Conference play, was victim number ten as the long home stand ended. 


Defeat finally struck the team when they traveled to Otterbein and came out on the short 
end of a 68-54 count. Without the services of Bill Yackey, the team had to rally in the last min- 
ute to dump Ashland 65-61. Ed Palmer was the big asset in this game as he hit fifteen con- 
secutive foul shots, and in the next two games he ran his string to twenty-five straight before 
missing. Followed by a loyal throng of fans, the Princes traveled into Southeastern Ohio to 
down Muskingum and Dennison on successive nights. Bill Yackey swished the net for 26 points 
to pace the Princes in what proved to be their last win of the season—an 83-54 victory over 
Ashland. A strong Kent State team proved too powerful as the Princes went down to a 66-49 


defeat, and the following Saturday night Capital avenged their earlier loss by squeezing past 
the Tricolor 55-54.

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In seventeen games the Princes rolled up a total of 1120 points, while holding their 
opponents to 958 for an average score of 66 to 56. Kenny Mast and Ed Palmer were high 
scorers for the season with averages of more than 15 points per game, while Engle, Yackey, 
and Phipps averaged 12, 10, and 8 points respectively. The Capital game marked the end 
of three exceptional college basketball careers, for it was the last game for seniors Mast, 
Yackey, and Engle—Mast and Yackey had played varsity ball four consecutive years while 
Engle played three years. Receiving special honors were Kenny Mast, who was named 
to the All-Ohio Conference first team and several other all-star and all-opponent teams, and 
Bill Yackey and Ed Palmer, who received honorable mention on the Conference team. 


During the middle of the season the Princes played a game with the Alumni. Al- 
though the outcome was never in doubt, the game gave fans a chance to see the Heid- 
elberg stars of the past decade. 
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FRESHMAN TEAM 


Opening the season with great enthusiasm, the Freshman squad displayed the same fine com- 
petitive spirit which typifies Heidelberg athletics. Although listing many experienced cagers, the 
roster included few men above average height. The Frosh hoopers played a man-to-man defense, 
and followed the varsity’s tactics offensively. 


Intersquad games at the start of the season in the Columbian High Gym resulted in a victory 
for each team. Besides these two preliminaries, Heidelberg’s Freshman cagers won six of ten regular 
season games. The first taste of defeat came at the hands of a potent Ohio Wesleyan combine 31- 
42 followed by a close one to the Mike and Chuck five 21-25. The Frosh finally hit the winning trail 
in victories over Wittenberg’s Freshman aggregation 49-41, the Fox Trotters 45-31, and Bellevue Gen- 
eral Electric 52-38, before dropping a return game with General Electric 36-46. In a heartbreaker, an 
inspired Upper Sandusky ball club edged the Frosh 46-47. Not to be denied, however, the Heidel- 
bergers defeated Bucyrus 66-50, Mike and Chuck 81-56, and Bellevue General Electric 59-34 in the 
three remaining games of the season. 


As evidenced in the two latter wins over teams who had previously defeated them, the Frosh 
showed marked improvement as the season progressed, but never seemed to reach their apex as a 
functional unit. Howard Spicer, regular center and consistent point maker, was elected captain by 
the squad. Coach Ben Wilson, assisted by Ray Baker, took over the coaching duties at the start of 
the second semester after the resignation of Coach Clarence ‘Upte’’ Uptegraph.

Winning all of their six dual meets and taking second place in a triangular meet, the 
track squad, under the coaching of Ben Wilson, had one of the best seasons in Student 
Prince track history. In addition, they won top honors in the 880-yard and mile relays at 
the A.B.C. relays at Ada. “Ike’’ Eichenberger paced the squad with a season’s total of 104!/, 
points by being undefeated in both the high and low hurdles and doing well in the broad 
jump and 100-yard dash. In his first year of competition, Gene Ash collected 69 points, 
starring in the mile and two-mile runs. Harry Keppeler placed consistently in the field 
events and collected 581/2 points to bolster the team’s weakest department. A new record 
for Heidelberg half-milers is believed to hav> been set when Robert Wolfe was clocked 
at 1:57.3 in the 880-yard run against Findlay. Led by Eichenberger, Wolfe, and Ash, the 
squad successfully climaxed the season by winning third place in the Ohio Conferenc> 
meet at Delaware, where they were outpoin'ed only by the strong teams of Oberlin and 
Wesleyan.

To Heidelberg’s Class of 1950 has come a privilege occurring “only once in a hundred years’’—the end of 
college days coincides with the Centennial celebration of the founding of its alma mater, 


When the Class of ‘50, 277 strong, made its initial appearance back in early September of 1946, an all- 
time-high college enrollment had brought 650 students to Tiffin; and nearly half of that number was the veteran- 
augmented freshman class. Ratio of men to women suddenly zoomed to 4:3; football was in its second year of 
postwar reinstatement; and the lit halls were in their first season of closure. A centennial committee was formed; 
and students were seeking to raise $15,000 as their share in the centennial drive. Plans for improving the rec 
room were being made; and student shares in the co-op were sold. 


With the Class of ‘50 in those days, we would have found certain of their number attempting to break the 
bell-ringing record of eleven hours after the football victory over Ohio Northern, and the incarceration of more 
than a dozen when local police caught them in the old inceneration act. When the sophs feted the frosh of ‘50 
at the Coronation “Black Magic” Ball, Emily Schoen and Charles Dispenza were chosen to reign over the fes- 
tivities; and when the freshmen extemp speech contest came around, William Protheroe, Elfrieda Auer, Margaret 
Leatherwood, and James Gilliom came out on top. Then came the inevitable pledging in March of ‘47, with the 
next-to-last Hell Week. 


During the sophomore year the Class of ‘50 called Dr. Lemke “President”, took part in the first SCA- 
sponsored Intersociety Sing, pitched in dimes and dollars for the WSSF drive, heard the ever-better Concert 
Choir's Christmas version of the ‘Messiah’, observed the end of Hell Week at Heidelberg, saw “You Can't 
Take It With You’, and got a look at the new band uniforms. 


“Innovation” became the keynote of 1948-1949 as the school year brought to Heidelberg a new president, 
an undefeated football team—champions in the Ohio Conference, the opening of the new Music Hall, a radio 
station, the Cave, the inauguration of the Heid-sponsored “Student Prince” literary magazine, and the beginning 
of a brand-new literary society. The freshmen pulled the sophs into Rock Creek in the reinstated “Tug-of-War’; 


college tuition and room rent went up another notch; the college migrated 375-strong to Akron to see victory 
over Akron University at the Rubber Bowl; and the track team came in third in the Ohio Conference. 


Student Princess Rachel Lambright and attendants Anna Belle McVitty and Sara Jane Knickrehm were 
honored royalty as the Centennial class observed their last Homecoming as stduents. A few seniors had 
opportunity to be in classes held in the attractive, newly-equipped elementary education laboratory; others 
journeyed with the Concert Choir to New York and Pennsylvania between semesters. The Kil received the 
national superior rating of ‘All-American’ for the fifth consecutive year; land was bought for the new gym and 
the new men’s dorm; the football team lost only one game, while the basketball team won fourteen out of 
seventeen. Seniors planted their traditional tree in the spring, helped in the Centennial pageant, and were 
graduated on the spacious Commons lawn. 


So goes the memory book of the Class of 1950, “only once in a hundred years’ for the Red, Orange, and 
Black.
